Charles 
Beresford ; while Rear-Admiral Lambton hoisted his flag 
in the Victorious, also of the Majestic class. 


Burial of Whitaker Wright.—The inquest held 
at the Westminster -Coroner's Court on the body of 
Whitaker Wright resulted in a verdict of suicide, No 
definite evidence was produced to show the exact moment 
when the act was committed, but Dr. Freyberger, the 
London County Council's pathologist, had no hesitation in 
saying that death’. was due to poisoning by cyanide of 
potassium. In:the dead man's pi on were found, 
among other articles, a tabloid and x loaded six-chambered 
revolver. In reviewing the evidence, Mr. Troutbeck, the. 
coroner, said there could be no doubt that death took 
place by poisoning. With тора to the state of the 
d "в mind, his conduct had been that of a sane man. 
No suggestion" to the contrary had been put forward. 
Moreover, there was n very strong motive to explain*his 
action, and the evidence showed that he must have gone 
to the court prepared for an adverse verdict. No doubt 
some action would be taken at the Law Courts with regard 
to the searching of prisoners in future. The jury returned 
their verdict without leaving their seats, A few hours ufter 
the inquest the remains of the financier were conveyed 
by special train to Lea Park under the superintendence of 
the deceased’s eldest son. ‘The funeral took place at Witley 
Church, near Godalming, on Saturday last, in the presence 
of a large concourse of sympathisers. The grave was in the 
consecrated portion of the churchyard. and two clergymen 
officiated at the interment.

£12.000 in Notes Stolen.—Mr. George Marshall, 
a Retford solicitor and agent for the Duke of Newcastle, 
was last week robbed of £12,000 in Bunk of England notes 
under most mysterious circumstances. For many years Mr. 
Marshall has been ac ustomed to bring large sums of money 
to London. . On the evening of гб еч Jan. 28, he 
arrived with his wife at the Hotel Métropole, in North- 
umberland Avenue, where they occupied a room on the 
second floor. After breakfast on Friday morning Mr. 
Marshall went downstairs to the cashier's room to reclaim 
a wallet which he had deposited there for safety on the 
previous day. Taking the wallet to his bed-room, he 
opened it and examined the contents. Everything-was 
then in order. In one pocket of the wallet were 
ten £1000 notes and four £500 notes; while in a sepa- 
rate envelope were other notes value £6000. Locking the 
wallet, Mr. Marshall placed it in his Gladstone bag, near 
the window, and then went downstairs to be shaved. 
When he returned about forty minutes later it was to dis- 
cover that the' wallet had been opened. The.leather had 
been neatly eut about the lock, and' had then been re- 
strapped and replaced in the bag. The £12,000 parcel of 
notes was missing, but the envelope containing the £6000 
was intact. A reward of £200 has-been offered for the 
recovery of thestolen money. It is stated that:the police 
have sufficient; information to render it difficult for the 
thief to pass any of the notes,

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WRESTLING. 
HACKENSCHMIDT v. MADRALI. 


HE contest for the World's Wrestling Champion- 
ship between Madrali, “ве Terrible Turk.” and 
Hackenschmidt, the famous Russian, was deajdtd 
at Olympia on Saturday night under cireum- 
stances which have probably never been rivalled 

in any important sporting event. 


— س 


The story of the match, which drew a crowd of quite 
ten thousand people, may be told in а few words. 
Several months: ago Georges Haeékenschmidt's right to 
the title of champion wrestler was challenged by Antonio 
Pierri, “ the Terrible Greek." ‘The two men met at the 
Oxford Musie Hall, and the Russian vindicated his claim 
by defeating the Greek in both the Greco-Roman and the 
eatch-ns-catch-can styles. Then it was tlat Pierri said 
he would find a man who would beat the Russian, if he 
had to search the world over for him. The result was the 
appearance a few weeks later on a London music-hall stage 
of Ahmed Madrali, with Pierri as his tutor and agent. It 
seemed as though Pierri had found his min. Wrestler 
after wrestler faced the new-comer, only to retire defeated ; 


and it was almost generally believed that when the inevit- | 


nble meeting between the Turk and the Russian came off 
the latter's defeat was assured. 


The difficulty in the way of a meeting lay in the fact that 
Hackenschmidt is а Greco-Roman wrestkr; while the 
‘Turk’s style is catch-as-cateh-can. "lhe(Russian's backers 
wanted one style, and the Turk’s the other. For a time 
there wis a deadlock; but at last it was realised that as 
the Turk was the cpa ун he must leave the choice of 
styles to the Russian, and on this basis a match in the 
Greco - Roman style was fixed up. Then the Sports 
Exhibition at Olympia.offered a purse of £2000 for the 
match to take there, and this was accepted, and 
although the sum was eventually reduced to £1500, the 
arrangements for the match, which were for three falls 
in the Graeco-Roman style, held good.” 1 


Tue match thus arranged awakened extraordinary 
interest. Long before the time fixed for the encounter 
every seat which could be purchased in the great building 
was filled with one of the most mixed and most repre- 
sentative sporting audiences it is ible to conceive, 
Previous to the great event three exhibition bouts between 
six well-known wrestlers whiled away the time, a ten- 
minutes contest between Fournier, of France, and Joe 
Carroll, the Lancashire man, exciting much interest owing 
to сё keenness with which the two men went,about their 
work. 


Promptly at nine o'clock the two contestants іп the 
ри event appeared below Ше ring, and, Madrali 
leading the way, mounted to their places at the opposite 
corners amid a perfect storm of cheering. The 'lurk's 
swarthy, impassive, stolid countenance contrasted curionsly 
with that of the Russian, whose white, haggard looks under 
the dead white glare of the solid ring of are lights almost 
gave the impression of nervousness. As the twó men stood 
up and took off their cloaks there was again a huge burst 
of cheering, and again the vivid contrast between them was 
tobe marked.
